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GOOD RECIPES. 


Entire Wheat Bread.—One quart 
of flour, half cake yeast, half tea- 
spoon of salt, three cups water, 
half tablespoon butter or lard. Dis- 
solve yeast in lukewarm water, add 
lard or butter, then flour, gradually 
and lastly, salt, mixed thoroughly ; 
place in well-greased bowl, cover 
and set aside in a warm place to 
rise until double its bulk, then 
turn ont on kneading board and 
knead thoroughly. Mould into 
loaves, place in well-greased small 
baking pans, cover and set aside ot 
rise. When again double its bulk 
bake in hot oven 50 or 60 minutes, 
until crust is well browned, as crust 
is the most nutritious part of the 
bread. This makes two small 
oaves, 


Creamed Ham with Poached 
Eggs.— Cook three-quarter cup of 
milk in double boiler for 15 minutes 
with a little celery and onion. Then 
remove celery and onion from milk 
and add level tablespoon and a half 
of butter and same of flour. These 
ingredients are to be creamed toge- 
there before using, in the usual 
way. When mixture is thick, cover 
and allow it to cook 10 minutes. 
Now add some cold boiled ham 
which has been put through the 
grinder, about three-quarters of a 
cup, and allow to become very hot. 
Have ready either circlets or neat- 
ly trimmed squares of toast and dip 
edges into boiling salted water be- 
fore arranging on platter. Spread 
lightly with good butter and after- 
ward with the ham. Put a nicely 
poached egg on each piece of toast. 
The most astute breakfaster will 
not suspect the left-over morsel 
contained therein, 

Cabbage and Pepper Salad.—For 
this shred finely a pint measure of 


two shredded peppers and, if liked, 
a very slight grating of onion, or 
use onion salt for part of the sea- 
sonnig. Make a boiled dressing, 
using two tablespoonfuls of butter, 
two eggs, one cup of vinegar, two 
teaspoonfuls of sugar, one tea 
spoonful of dry mustard, two-thirds 
of a teaspoonful of salt and a little 
pepper.

INTERESTING GOSSIP FROM ONTARIO'S 


CAPITAL. 
Disposal of St. James Square—St. Clair 
Case a Peoullar One-—Toronto's 


Phonomenal Crowth, 

Quite a tempest has been oreated about 
the prospective disposal of tt. James 
Square, the valuable block of land bound- 
ed by Gould, Gerrard, Victoria and Church 


streets, in the centre of which siands the 
venerable building housing the Wducation 
Department and Normal School. For rea- 
sons of convenience the Education Depart- 
mont is to forsake the precincts that have 
known it since the days of Bgerion Ryer- 
son, and hencefordh will be housed with 
the other depastments of government in 


the Parliament Buildings, a section of the 
new wing being designed for that special 


purpose. As to any removal of the Nor- 
mal School or Provincial Museum no an- 
nouncement has yet,been made But an 
official statement, the other day, calling 
for offers for the whole Normal School 


property caused everyone to jump to the 
conclusion that the Government was of- 
fering it for sale, 

Immediately the city press and officials 
and citizens generally, perhaps with 
something of the spirit which has earned 
for Toronto the nickname of “Hogtown,”

began to clamor that the property should 
not be sold, but that it should be pre- 
sonted to the corporation of Toronto as a 
public park. The modesty of the request 
is appreciated when. it is stated that St. 
James Square is worth approximately one 
million dollars, although it is only a little 
patch of land bounded by one city block 
on each side, 


TORONTO'S MORAL RIGHT, 


Toronto's argument is that originally 
the Provincial government paid only 
$18,000 for the square, that the tremendous 
increase has been brought about by rea- 
son of the city’s growth and improve- 
ments, and that therefore the “unearned 
increment” is the city’s by moral right. 
It is also pointed out that the property 
has enjoyed exemption from taxes, which 
according to the sensationally displayed 
figuring of one paper, would have amount- 
But no one has 
benefited by the increase in values in 
Toronto, the city of Toronto has in its 
turn benetited to an untold amount by 
having had located here the Normal 
School and the Department of Education. 

Some of the papers have been kicking 
up a great fuss about the matter. But, 
meanwhile, Sir James, Whitney sits tight. 
A deputation from thé City Council inter. 
viewed him, but they lost courage to ask 
him for a gift of the property, ‘Their 
only request was that the city be given 
a chance to buy before the Square was 
sold to a private individual, and this Sir 
James readily assented to. There is a 
Suspicion thaf the Premier has no inten- 
tion of selling the property, and that he 
merely wanted to find out what its actual 
value is. If this is the casé he must be 
enjoying the storm that is being waged. 

Bveryone is agreed that it would be a 
calamity if the property passed into 
private hands, and this breathing spot in 
one of the most congested districts was 
closed up. But if it is to become a cfty 
park the difference of opinion arises as

THE OASE OF REY. RB. B. ST. ODAIR, 


One of the strangest prosecutions To- 
ronto has seen in a long time was the 
trial of Rey. R. B. St. Clair, secretary of 
an organization known as the Toronto 
Vigilance Committee, on a charge of cir- 
culating obscene literature. Many per- 
s0ns who have come in contact with Mr. 
St. Olair and the Vigilance Committee 
which he brought into being, haye not 
been disposed to take him over seriously. 
He has not been in Toronto long, and 
since his sojourn here he has evinced 
something like a monomania on the sub- 
ject of clearing up vice. This is the kind 
of job that many very good people prefer 
to leave to some one else, and wish it 
done with a minimum of publicity. But 
among many activities Mr. St. Slair did 
one thing that got him into the spot- 
lights. He attended a performance at 
one of the burlesque houses and wrote 
out a description of what he saw, which 
he mailed to a number of men and wo- 
men, chiefly clergymen and others speci- 
ally interested in the suppression of vice. 
Now, this performance had been passed 
upon by the local police officers as a fit 
and decent show, proper for public pre- 
sentation. But immediately Mr. St. Clair 
sent a description of it to a few friends 
he was arrested (not summoned) by the 
Same police department on the charge of 
circulating obscene literature. 

In defence of the police action it is stat- 
ed that Mr. St. Olair’s description was 
not warranted by the actual perform- 
ance, but as to this there is conflicting 
evidence. Substantial witnesses support- 
ing Mr. St. Clair’s drastic condemnation 
of the show were not wanting at 
the trial, and the whole affair has served 
to arouse much bitter feeling against the 
class of performance put on at these bur- 
lesque theatres. They are attended chiefly 
by men and boys, a woman being only 
occasionally seen in the audiences. They 
draw houses ranging from 1,000 to 1,500 
each at each one of 12 performances a 
week, every afternoon and evening, and 
as their prices are not particularly cheap 
they are veritable gold mines for the pro- 
prietors. Smoking is allowed, and the 
whole atmosphere is not particularly ele- 
vating, to say the least.

When this grent committee on ways 
and means presents its business to the 
bouse of representatives and the house 
goes into committee of the whole 
house on the state of the Union the 
assemblage at once resolres itself into 
a body as absolutely demvcratic as the 
Saxon Witenagemot or the New Eng 
Jand town meeting. Every symbol of 
&@ popular assemblage Is religiously ob 
served. The speaker leaves the chutr, 
and a chairman ts elected who ts not 
the speaker. Not even so much as the 
prestige of the regular presiding ofticer 
is allowed to hamper the freedom ot 
debate. ‘he speaker goes down to the 
floor and has no more privileges thap 
the most obscure inember of the house. 

The mace, the emblem of authority, 
fs put under the speaker's table to 
show that the house deliberates with 
out interference from anybody. The 
mace ts really a weapon, a stout wood 
en stick with a metal head, and nsed 
to be the favorite weapon of fighting 
priests of the middle ages. They were 
forbidden by ecclesiastical law to use 
swords, but got around the law by 
using the mace, a terrible weapon, 
against the armored men of the time. 
In the choice of the mace as the type 
of authority the idea of democracy 
was rigidly carried out. In the early 
days only a few men outof the whole 
were authorized to wear swords, but 
any and all of the people could use a 
good stout stick, and so the weapon 
of their majesties the people was 
chosen. When the speaker presides 
and any members show signs of in- 
dulging in fisticuffs and will not obey 
the speaker’s gavel the sergeant-at- 
arms or his deputy is directed to “show 
the mace.” That functionary selzes 
the mace and marches up to the offend- 
ing. members, who are supposed to be 
awed into good behavior at sight of

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WHEN TO SELL HOGS.

I write only from my own experi- 
ence of over twenty years in rais- 
ing hogs for the market, writes Mr. 
W. C. Flolstand. 

Different localities and different 
feeds make a gréat deal more or 
less profit in the keep of the hog. 
Some feed too long and consume 
part of the profit, while others feed 
not long enough or liberally enough 
to make what they ought to make. 

I run all my hogs on alfalfa from ! 
birth until sold, either for breeders 
or for the packer, and ag soon as 
they weigh 200 pounds each, or 
about that, I sell or kill them. 

If you are feeding pure-blooded 
hogs (especially if the blood is red) 
they will weigh from 175 to 925 
pounds each at six to eight months 
of age. I think seven months old is 
the best age, and the most profit- 
able hog we can sell. 

The younger you sell, the less risk 
of disease, the less trouble, time 
and feed it takes. The sooner you 
sell, the more room and.the better 
care for the next litter. ‘ 

The cheapest gain is made while 

the pig is small. A pig weighs 
about three pounds at birth. With 
reasonable care it will gain on an 
average one-fourth pound a day 
for the first ten to twenty days. 
_ So you see it doubles its weigh: 
in twelve days, and at 65 cents per 
bushel for ‘corn, and $1.50 for 100 
pounds for shorts the first three 
pounds of gain cost about 3% cents 
per pound, allowing eight pigs to 
the litter for each sow. } 

IT figure on the rule that it takes 
only a small amount of fire to heat} 
a baling wire, but it would take a 
lot of fire to heat a 300 pound rod 
of iron, ~ 

So I say it takes a little to make 

a pig gain a pound per day. But it 
takes about eight to ten ears of 
corn per day and some slop to make 
a pig hold its own. 
_ Some men say, if the market is 
low. feed longer (even though feed 
is high), prices may go'up. Others 
will say, “Feed is high, I will sell 
(while they are not fat); prices may 
go down.’’ 

Don’t try to get the market ready 
for your hogs, but get your hogs 
ready for the market. Sell them 
when they are fat and not before. 
Keep the kind that top the market 
ane you will make money if feed is 
high. 

Registered hogs gain faster, bring 
more money for the breeder, and 
make more pounds of meat out of 
the grain fed them than any other 
animal on earth. 


RECLEARING OLD FIELDS. 


There are many old fields that 
have been thrown out years ago and 
have so grown up with serubtimber,

The briers were kept down by the 
stock grazing over them. Whenever 
a young brier appeared it was rip- 
ped up. By the end of the third 
year the brier roots were all rotted 
and the pine stumps were pretty 
well rotted, so that the land could 
be plowed.

TRIALS OF TRAVEL IN PERSIS. 


The the 
Crude Methods of Transportation, 


In Persia it is no simple undertak- 
ing to prepare for a caravan journey 
of 150 miles or so, a8 your arrange- 
ments must allow for at least eight 
days on the road—in many places 
merely a rough, stony track through 
mountain gorges. A string of six or 
eight mules is required, and you have 
to be smart at a bargain when you 
haggle with the owner of the beasts, 
though as a matter of fact the mule- 
teer generally gets his price The 
next business is the engagement of a 
smart boy for the road and a cook to 
prepare the meals, and upon their 
character the entire comfort of your 
caravan journey depends. 

Persian servants could give points 
to the most expert swell mobsman 
going. They always make the very 
best use of opportunities for plunder 
when the provisions for the trip are 
bought. Gradually, however, the large

packets of tea, loaves of sugar, tins 
ot provisions, rice, meat, bread, can- 
dles, coal and other necessaries. You 
have also to provide a new samovar, 
plates, knives, forks, spoons, together 
with a teapot and tea cups. 

Fortunately for eight months of the 
year in Persia the sun shines continu- 
ally out of a fine blue sky, so journeys 
are generally taken under ideal con- 
ditions. Rain adds the last note of 
desolation to the mostly barren land, 
ig the miserable villages, full of 
hungry, begging people, and the 
gloomy, fortlike caravansaries gray, 
nightmare visions of hopelessness. 

Often during the long hours of the 
daily march are heard the low sound- 
ing bells telling of an approaching 
caravan. Surrounded by huge bales 
of cotton, cases of opium and bundles 
of carpets come a troop of Persians 
on pilgrimage to Mecea or Kubella, 
who for safety’s sake generatly travel 
with a large, well-guarded caravan. 
Their well-filled saddle ags contain 
everything necessary for their six or 
eight months’ journey. So accustom- 
ed do the Persians become to the pace 
of their mules they can doze com- 
fortably on their backs through the 
hot hours of the afternoon without 
running the slightest risk of misad- 
venture, but the westerner has to keep 
wide awake to preserve his equili- 
brium, F 

The most useful vehicles for long 
journeys in Persia are the palakis 
and kajavahs, the quaintest contri- 
vances for travel to be seen anywhere. 
These ‘‘Persian cabs’’ are fixed up on 
mules. 
them. Men, women and children sit 
in them cross legged, a painful and 
irksome position for Europeans, who 
usually prefer to ride horse or donkey 
rather than screw themselves up in 
these boxes. 

Some skill, too, is required in load- 
ing up the mule with its human 
freight, care being taken that the two 
people who travel side by side are 
about the same weight. If a tiny 
husband and a fat wife have to go 
together his box must be filled with 
ballast so as to equalize the weight. 
Similar care has to be exercised in 
dismounting, for if one passenger 
jumps out without giving warning of 
his intention his neightbor is shot to 
the ground with unseemly haste. 

The most comfortable means of 
travel, sacred to the use of the wealth- 
iest class, is the takhtirayan, a kind 
of palanquin consisting of a box about 
seven feet long and five feet high fit- 
ted with doors and windows and furn- 
ished inside with a soft mattress and 
luxurious ‘cushions. The vehicle is 
built on the sedan chair principles, 
the poles resting on a sort of saddle 
on the backs of the mules, which are

harnessed tandem. Their area of use-- 


fulness is restricted to the plains and 
the sensation experienced while riding 
in them is like being tossed in an 
old-time liner on the stormy Atlantic. 

In southern Persia there are no 
roads suitable for wheeled traffic, but 
Tartar guided post carriages are driy- 
en four horses abreast in the torthern 
part of the country. Tartars are most 
reckless drivers and as their convey- 
ances are springless only the most 
hardened westerner can travel in them 
with impunity.

The English bill of fare, with its 
time-honored joints and its homely 
puddings has been swept aside by the 
all-conquering cuisine of France. Al- 
phonse, Carl and Luigi attend bowing 
and smiling on the guests, who of old 
time were waited upon with British 
stolidity by William and Thomas and 
Charles, faithful fellows who fro- 
quently remained to grow grey in the 
Service of one employer, and were 
regarded with something akin to 
affection by the other clients of the 
establishment. ; 

The cult of the restaurant came in 
with the decay of the club dinner, 
and the club dinner began to decay 
when women emancinated themselves 
from the thraldom of home and took 
their place behind their husbands to 
eat in public. 

When women broke the bonds of 
the old-fashioned etiquette she gave 
the first impetus to the development 
of restaurant life in London, and the 
movement has been carried rapidly 
forward by the oncoming of the flat 
and the ever-increasing stress of the 
servant question. It was found to be 
but little more expensive and far 
more convenient to dine out than to 
dine at home, and all the anxieties 
which in the ordinary middle-class 
home attend the giving of a dinner 
party were removed by reserving a 
table for the funotion at one of the 
excellent and attractive restaurants 
with which London now abounds. The 
fashionable restaurant relieves the 
master of the house from the necessity 
of keeping a well-stocked wine cellar 
and the mistress of the house from 
the nervous dread of the result of the 
happy-go-lucky efforts of an uncertain 
cook. 

The cult of the restaurant has put 
an end to the old-time reproach lev- 
elled at the hospitable English house- 


wife of giving “expensive dinners, 
vilely chosen and _ unscientifically 
cooked.” 


But it is not necessary to be a Rip 
Van Winkle awakened—one need only 
be a middle-aged man whose eyes 


“|have been open all the time—in order 


to appreciate the remarkable contrast 
between the way in which we dined 
and wined in the sixties and seventies 
and the way in which we dine ‘and 
wine to-day. 

And there is ho point of contrast 
more striking than that which con- 
cerns Sunday evening in London. It 
is on Sunday evening that the great 
hotels and restaurants present a spec- 
tacle which is a convincing proof of 
the great change in sentiment and 
habit of the people of the capital. 
The gloom of Sunday has gone, never 
to return, but whereas in the old 
days people flocked out of the capital 
on Sunday morning returning to it 
at a late hour, the swiftness of up- 
to-date transit now enables them to 
return to it in time for the great 
Sunday function of dining out. 

And so on Sunday evening there is 
such an extensive patronage of the 
popular and fashionable restaurants 
that it frequently happens that_ the 
late comers who have not secured 
tables in advance have some difficul- 
ty in finding the eagerly-desired hos- 
pitality. The family party restawrant 
on Sunday night is a feature of mod- 
ern London life. A variety of cir- 
cumstances have contributed tq the 
popularity of the idea, but the servant 
problem, acutely affecting as it does 
the domestic arrangements of the 
housewife, has played a considerable 
part in its development. 

The old-fashioned midday dinner 
was accepted at one time as a solu- 
tion of the difficulty of dispensing 
with the services of half the domestic 
staff in order that they might not be 
deprived of the “Sunday out,” which 
is uow cordially recognized not only 


as their privilege, but as their right. 
But the heavy midday meal at home 
fitted in badly with the modern view 
of Sunday pursuits and recreations, 
and so it grudually disappeared from 
the program in all but the most con- 
servative of middle-class homes. te 
the world and his wife—or, to speak 
more precisely, all London and his 
lady—came to the conclusion that the 
splendidly-appointed restaurants of 
the West End offered the pleasantest 
and most acceptable ‘‘way out.”

The germs of disense are every- 
where.

When we consider how many are 
the ways in which a cut may become 
infected: we can understand why such 
precautions are necessary. Infection 
is often introduced by the very imple- 
Ment that makes the wound Only 
surgeons use sterilized instruments. 
A knife or a pair of scissors or a plece 
of glass or crockery is almost certain 
to plant germs in the furrow it plows. 
Germs may also enter from the cloth- 
ing, from the hands of whoever rushes 
to help, from the first plece of cloth or 
handkerchief used to stanch the flow 
of blood or from the water used for 
the first washing.

Kighteen kinds of wood were used, 
Jack pine, with 40 per cent; tamrack, 
with 19 per cent; Douglas fir (used to 
a very great extent in new electric 
lines in British Columbia) with 14 per 
cent, and hemlock, with 12 per cent, 
were the leaders, A remarkable 
change is that of cedar, in decreasing 
from 40 per cent to 5.4 per cent of the 
total.

To Rid Land of Wild Mustard 


Prof. Todd of the Provincial Secre- 
fary’s Department, who is superin- 
tending the agricultural work at the 

: Guelph and Whitby farms, reports an 
experiment recently tried to rid the 
Jand of wild mustard. A place com- 
sicino one hundred acres was 
Pi eteed near Brockville this summer, 
avhich was sown in barley and oats. 
The land was sprayed with a diluted 
solution of sulphate of copper. After 
2. few weeks had elapsed an examina- 
tion was made, and Prof. Todd re- 
ports that every trace of the wild 
mustard has disappeared. 

‘To test the value of this treatment 
other sections of the Province will be 
selected next year and the same 
method applied, in the hope of ridding 
the entire agricultural district of this 
weed pest.

Empire, the French will put an end 
to the operations of the slave mar- 
ket, which is to-day the largest in 
Africa, of E 

It has been fed for centuries by 
the caravan traffic that came from 
Timbuctoo and the banks of the Ni- 
ger across the Sahara desert, 
These caravans used to leave Mara- 
kesh and go for a considerable 
journey through the Sahara to a 
place where there are great salt de- 
posits. There the camels used to 
be loaded with salt, and the jour- 
ney would be resumed across the 
desert to Timbuctoo and the lesser 
towns along the Niger, where there 
18 an enormous demand for galt. 
Tt was paid for in gold dust, ostrich 
feathers, and slaves, and these un- 
fortunate human beings, many of 
them of tender years, were carried 
back on camels across the Sahara 
under conditions that frequently 
resulted in the death of 30 or 40 per 
cent. 


DRESSED FOR AUOTION, 


Since the French occupied Tim- 
buctoo the value of the slave traf- 
fic has dwindled very considerably, 
but to this day a few caravans 
manage to struggle through, In the 
great southern capital there are 
many Kaids who own a great num- 


ber of slaves and sell those they do 
not want; and I heard when I was 
in Marakesh some years ago that 
one or two men ran institutions on 
the lines of stud farms and used to 
rear child slaves for the market. 
The business is in the hands of a 
group of auctioneers called dilals. 
They receive the slaves either from 
their owners or from the masters 
of the caravans, in which case they 


\teeth, for the Moors attach great 


are given two or three days’ rest 
and some special feeding, and be- 
fore the sales they are dressed in 
bright and attractive garments, 
generally of calico, which are only 
worn during the sale, and must be 
returned to the auctioneers by the 
purchasers. 

When I was in Marakesh about 
ten or twelve of these men were 
engaged in the sale of slaves, and 
each had his own enclosure in 
which the slaves he proposed to sell 
were herded. The markets are held 
two or three times a week. 


OFFER UP A PRAYER. 


Before the sale the auctioneers 
ranged themselves in line, and on 
behalf of all of them the senior 
auctioneer offered up 4a prayer 
aloud. He called upon the patron 
saint of the city to bless those who 
bought and those who sold the 
slaves, and his utterances, which 
did not err on the side of brevity, 
were met with a frequent response, 
not only from his brother auction- 
eers but from the assembled buy- 
ers. As soon as the prayer was 
over each auctioneer hurried to his 
pen, sorted out his slaves, and led 
them slowly round the market 
while the intending buyers scanned 
the slaves as they passed and lis- 
tened to the extravagant praise 
each auctioneer gave to the mem- 
bers of his company. 


ALL BLACKS. 

The slaves, without exception 
black, were of all ages and phy- 
sique, from old men and women 
who could command only a few dol- 
lars, down to little children, who 
were sometimes offered with their 
mothers, but could be separated if 
necessary. This separation led from 
time to time to scenes too painful 
for description here. 

When a purchaser had selected 
the slave likely to suit his require- 
ments there would be some exami- 
nation, consisting generally of feol- 
ing the muscles and examining the 


importance to the condition of a 
slave’s teeth, and one whose mouth 
is in a bad plight can find no pur- 
chaser save at a very low figure. 
FRIGHTENED CHILDREN. 
The middle-aged and the young 
would probably be purchased for 
work in the fields, while the young 
girls were bought for the harem, 
and the boys were often bought to 
be companions to the sons of the 
buyer, it being the custom in Mor- 
rocco to give a lad a slave-compan

viously keenly interested, doubt- 
less wondering whether fate would 
send them a good or a bad master. 
The children were clearly frighten- 
ed, some of them clinging passion- 
ately to their mothers and needing 
force before they could he sepa- 
vated, while a few who were sus- 
pected of having an untractable dis- 
position were led through the mar- 
ket with their arms tied behind 
their backs. Sometimes two un- 
tuly slaves are tied together, 

The strong men and the attractive 
women and girls are always sold 
first, and the prices in some casey 
rise to hundreds of dollars, though 
I never saw more than the equiva- 
lent of £60 in English money paid 
for anybody, and this-was ‘excep-

INVENTOR OF GOOD ROADS. 


John Loudon McAdam, Who Gaye 
His Name to a System. 


John Loudon McAdam, the road 
builder, an article which appears 
in the current issue of Good Roads, 
is one of considerable interest to the 
lay reader, as well as to the man 
whose business is the building of 
roads. 

_ The article was written by Maur- 
ice O. Eldridge, Assoc. M. Am. Soc. 
OC. E., assistant in charge of road 
management investigations in the 
United States office of public roads. 

John Loudon McAdam was born 
at Ayr, Scotland, on September 21, 
1756. He was the son of James Mc- 
Adam, a descendant of Adam Mc- 
Gregor, the first baron of Water- 


of McGregor. When James II. of 
Scotland outlawed the McGregors, 
Adam settled in the lowlands and 
changed his name to McAdam. 
John Loudon McAdam’s mother 
was Susana Cochrane, daughter of 
John Cochrane of Waterhead, a rel- 
ative of the Harl of Dundonald. 
When John was fourteen years 
old his father died and he was in- 
trusted to the care of his uncle,

William McAdam, a merchant liv- 
ing in New York. He received his 
business training with his uncle and 
accumulated a considerable fortune 
during the revolutionary war as an 
agent for the sale of prizes. When 
the war was over, McAdam had lost 
most of his property, but had 
enough left to enable him to return 
to Scotland in 1783, and purchase 
Sambrie, an estate in Ayrshire, 
where he lived for thirteen years. 

He was married twice, his first 
wife being the daughter of an 
American by descent, named De- 
Lancey. He had seven children, 
four sons and three daughters, all 
by his first wife.

Typically Torontoesque. 


Mr. Hocken is a clean, creditabi. type 
of public man, not particularly brilliant 
perhaps, but an earnest student and con- 
scientious worker. On ‘he platform he is 
a ready speaker, and ‘n debate puts his 
case clearly and well. He is not the wire- 
pulling type of ward politician who will 
sell his support in return for support for 
Some pet measure. Nevertheless, he has 
several times proved his popularity with 
the electors by heading the poll for Board 
of Control. And the Council unanimous- 
ly chose him for the Mayor's chair. Ye is 
a strong church worker, temperance man, 
a Sons of England (Cornish descent), and, 
of course, an Orangeman. So, in many 
respects he is typically Torontoe3sque, He 
is inclined to be tenacious of enmities. 
R. J. Fleming of the street railway is a 
personal bete noir of long standing, and 
he is inclined sometimes to embrace half- 
baked propositions, as, for example, his 
early advocacy of “tubes.” But on the 
whole he will undoubtedly prove to be a 
credit to the Maror’s chair. 


The Duke Was Hoarse. 


The Duke of Connaught further popu- 
larized himself on his latest visit to To- 
Tonto, though he stopped off only long 
enough to have luncheon with the Cana- 
dian Club. It was not that he said any- 
thing important, but rather his democra- 
tic demeanor that pleased everyone. He 
intimated that he could not speak very 
well and excused himself accordingly, be- 
cause he had a bad cold and was there- 
fore hoarse. He said it just as would 
any other ordinary nortal who is called 
upon to make a speech, and it amused 
immensely the four hundred members of 
the Canadian Club who were present. . It 
is the sympathy with the rest of mankind 
in little things that makes the Royal 
family of England 50 popular. ‘The 
Duke's “cold” recalls the cheers that used 
to greet a scene in the cinemaiograph 
which showed his late brother, King Kd- 
ward, on board.ship, rise from his seat 
and walk a few paces past some ladies to 
the rail to flick his cigar ash overboard, 
just like any other man.~ } 

During the luncheon, Mr. J. 8. Willison 
spoke, as always, gracefully and acceptab- 
ly, dwelling specially on the growth of 
national spirit in Ganada, but pointing 
out that this growth was not resulting 
in any weakening of the Imperial bond, 
but rather the reverse. The function 
throughout, at his Royal Highness’ special 
request, was thoroughly democratic. The 
Canadian Club members attended, as 
usual, in their business dress, and abso- 
lute informality prevailed. As a matter 
of fact, however, they did go to a better 
restaurant and order a better luncheon 
than usual in honor of the occasion. 


Sir Thomas Lipton and Royalty. 


Sir Thomas Lipton was a guest at the 
luncheon the Duke of Connaught, and 
his presence was quite appropriate, for 
the famous yachtsman, no matter “how 
numerous are his enemies in high places, 
he has not, in recent years, lacked for 
friends among the Royal family. The 
late King Edward was always a strong 


‘backer of Sir Thomas, though he didn’t 


secure his election to the Royal Yacht 
Squadron, the premier yachting club of 
the world. The King and Queen of Spain, 
the Empress Eugenie, the Queen of Nor- 
way and other royalties are all friends, 
frequently accepting his hdspitality and, 
it is said, being sometimes associated with 
him in business ventures, 

This friend of Kings and Queens began 
life at the bottom as a grocer boy, but 
he neyer hesitates to talk of his early 
struggles, or of his “trade.” They say 
he is too prond to attempt to hide any- 


thing. He has long held the reputation 
of being the foremost advertiser in Hng- 
land, and no doubt he is a good one. Byen 
the money he has sunk in yacht races 
has no doubt returned to him many times’ 
over in the form of free publicity. A 
certain type of Unglishman is contemptu- 
ous of advertisers, and of trades people, 


a fact which explains many of the rebuffs 
Sir Thomas has received in Bnglish s0- 
ciety.

Sir Thomas {is a typical Irishman who

World’s Wheat Barn. 

They have only just begun to scratch 
the surface of prairie Canada, which 
is offering homes and fortunes to mil- 
lions, says a recent writer abroad. 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
now constitute the world’s largest 
wheat farm, a tract so vast that it 
thas not all been explored yet and no 
one knows its extent and resources. 
This great plain 1,000 miles long and 
of undetermined productive width 
contains approximately 464,000,000 
acres of the best wheat land in the 
world, of ;yhich half is unknown. Of 
the total surveyed area of 149,000,000 
acres only about 16,000,000 acres have 
been brought under cultivation, an 
area which in 1911 produced 550,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat, oats, barley and 
flax—194,000,000 bushels of it being 
wheat. It may be seen that there is 
land enough to keep the world in 
bread for some time to come, Tur- 
thermore the country is well supplied 
with railroads and is offering great in- 
ducements to settlers. Something of 
the size of prairie Canada may be un- 
derstood when it is known that it is 
five times bigger than Great Britain 
and Ireland and three times the size 
of the German empire.

While the snail has lungs, heart,
